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WEEKLY REVJEW OF TRADE
Bradstreefs and Dan's Agree Reopening of Foreign

Tirade Will Fully Restore American Prosperity.
100,000 Men Thrown Out of Work byWar.

New Tork, Aug. It Dun's Review will
say tomorrow:

"Prompt and effective action by the
government In with leading
representatives of American business is
steadily making for the restoration of
more normal conditions in foreign trade.
There Is nothing. either unsound or un-
promising In the domestic trade and crop
situation, all the disturbance now ex-

perienced in the market being due to the
Interruption of foreign commerce and the
suspension of the usual foreign exchange
transactions caused by the European
war. With the reopening, of our foreign
trade.on a liberal scale, there should be
a return to full normal prosperity in
American business.

"While domestic Industry and trade are
held in check by the war. nevertheless
there Is a gratifying exhibition of pa-
tience and courage. The actual decline
In transactions as exhibited br the bank
clearings is about ZJ per cent, as com.
pared with last year while the reduction
of railroad gross earnings in the first
two weeks of August amounts to IS per
cent. In the iron and steel trade there
Is lltle new business at the higher prices
now asked, but there is a livery antici
pation of the possibilities of Increased
operations as soon as the export traffic
blockade Is broken and all lines realize
new opportunities in foreign lines have
been created.

"In the dry goods trade those lines
which depend upon foreign supplies, such,
for instance, aa dyestuffs and flax, are
temporarily affected, but new business
will surely come later on. A corn crop
of i700.OM.000 bushes Is the latest esti-
mate, which would equal the average
yield of the last ten years.

"Very fair inquiries for finished ma-
terials in iron and steel, are reported
from England. Canada, the Pacific Coast,
and South America, although few actual
contracts have as yet been closed.

"Supply and demand conditions In the
dry goods markets are affecting prices
In Tarylng ways. Generally speaking,
wool products are rising, silks are steady
and cotton Irregular, business in fine cot
tons being active, but In print cloths
quiet- -

For the first time In over forty years,
the people of the United States have ex
perienced a period of suspended animation
In the InTestment world. No matter now
rood or how bad Investments mlcht be.
it haa been equally Impossible to sell
them. The market function has been
paralyzed and practically all trading In
standard securities has ceased.

Such a period Is necessarily a time of
test and trial for the securities them-
selves as well as for the people who hold
them, and who deal In tbem. Its effect
upon the various classes of Investors and
the various classes of securities In which
they Invest, may be worth noting, for
from It one may draw conclusions that
may be of material value aa a guide In
making future investments.

To the speculator, who buys to sell
again, and who borrows money to make
bis purchases, and who almost invaria-
bly buys more than he can afford to look
out for In times of trouble, such a period
means distress, anxiety and monetary
loss. Not only has he been called upon
by his bankers to strengthen his margins
at a time when It was Impossible to do
so In the ordinary way of selling some
of his securities, but he has ben com-
pelled to resort to sll kinds of expedients
In order to get rid of some of his liabil-

ities In the first few days after the
stock exchange closed, a class of brokers
came Into being to (leal In standard
stocks. The theory upon which they
founded their businesses was the theory
that a lot of men would have to have
money regardleas of value, and that since
all regular exchanges were closed, men
would have to accept whatever bids they
cared to make. In that market, which
was rather a wicked episode In Ameriacn
finance, prices ten and fifteen points be-

low the closing figures on the stock ex-

change were not unusual, particularly for
small amounts of stock held by customers
of brokerage houses who had been called
upon to put up more margin and who
had no money with which to meet the
calL

To the speculative holder of securities,
therefore, this period brought the most
acute suffering and the strongest possi-

ble warning against future excesses of
this sort.

The middle-clas- s investor, wno ouys
speculative stocks, but who generally
pays for them In cash, or at any rate
does not leave himself In a position to
be called unon suddenly for more money.
was In a more comfortable position, Aa
he looked at the prices that had been
reached by his securities during the big
decline, ha did not feel particularly com
fortable or happy. Such an Investor in
nine cases out of ten Is a man who keeps
careful track of prices all the time and
who feels uncomfortable If he cannot
find a quotation for his stock at least
ever' week or day. He Is never quite
sure that the property In which he has
bought Is going to stand the strain. He
uses the price of the stock as an Indica-
tion of the value of his Investment. To
him also this period of suspended anima-
tion has brought a good deal of discom-

fort. If not fear. Hundreds of Investors
of this type. It lnV "in called In-

vestors, have visited their brokers or
sought advice by mall with .respect to
their .funds, and have made resolutions
that If ever the time comes again when
ther are able to get out of their specu
lative commitments they will look rather
at the value of what they buy than at
Its chance to show profits by advancing
prices. To the man who Is In the habit
of buying securities because they look
cheap this Deriod has brought some seri
ous reflections and a lot ot sober second
thoucht

The business man who prides himself
upon his ability to Judge a value Is gen
erally a buyer of seasoned dlvldend-pay- -
lrur stocks, of good miaaie-cias- s Donas,
and of standard listed bonds. To him
there has been some discomfort. He has
looked with dismay upon a decline of
twenty to thirty points In the price of
his stocks and of five to six points In
the nrice of his bonds, and he has ob
served with even more distress that these
securities, which are usually perfectly
good to take Into his bank and bolster
up his credit, are not wanted by his bank
at the present time, and are. In fact,
more or less under the ban, so far as the
banks arc concerned. While no very
acute distress has come to this class of
buyer, and while nothing serious waa
anticipated In his case, the phenomenon
of a disappearing market and a sudden
cessation of the convertibility of his In-

vestment has been a great shock to him.
He never thought that It could happen,
for It had not happened previously within
his business lifetime.

To the classes of Investors beyond this
man, the disappearance of a market has
mads relatively little difference. The av-
erage woman living on Invested funds.
and the average man who has his money
put away In good bonds and stocks with-
out any Idea of being able to use them
as collateral or trading In them from
time to- - time, hardly realizes that the
markets are. closed or have been closed.
Such an Investor may from time to time
take an Interest In the quotations and
prices, but it Is only, an Incidental sort
of Interest and does not go very deep.

New York, Aur.,11. Bradstreefs tomor
row will say:

"Unsettlement is still the word best
characterizing the general financial and
trade situation, but an increasing num-
ber of favorable features present them-
selves as time passes and the net result
of the week's operations is apparently
some definite, though perhaps slow,
progress toward better conditions.

"The financial situation has Improved
moderately this week, the exchange
market has begun to resume Its func-
tions, exports of wheat have expanded
after the slump of last week, railway
embargoes on Western grain shipments
have been partially removed, the move-
ment from the farms Is larger, trade dis
tribution has enlarged In nearly all lines
at the West and Northwest, domestic
goods have begun to supplant foreign
makes In fall trade, notably in finished
steel, groceries, canned goods, drugs and
dry goods. Including woolen geVds,
hosiery, laces and embroideries, and there
Is more doing In some types of fine and
heavy cottons. The crop situation has
improved in that corn In some sections
shows Improvement because of rains,
though the crop will hardly be an aver-
age one. and cotton crop prospects have
distinctly Improved.

"A special inquiry by Bradstreefs at
100 cities of the United States falls to
show quite as much Idleness aa has been
intimated. At large Eastern Ports the
Interruption to shipping trades has led
to pronounced Idleness In longshore work
and large numbers of clerical workers
are reported temporarily or pemanently
Idle. In Industlal lines there has been
some difficulty apparently In discriminat
ing between Idleness caused by past de
pression ana that caused directly or

by the war. Howeverreports from
forty-tw- o out of 100 cities snow no

to Idle hands caused by the war,
while at fifty-eig- ht other cities the ag-
gregate unemployed from war's causes Is
not much over 100.000 men.

Fortunately the gathering of
the crop Is being very much delayed by
rain. Nona of the Georgia towns are re-
ceiving any cotton to speak of. With us
we do not look for any movement for
thirty days. We have not received our
first bale. It Is & matter that depends
very much upon the farmer. If he be-
comes panic-strick- It will be very bad
and cotton will sell low, but we have
seen the farmer stop selling entirely and
hold back for two months, forcing his
creditors to wait on him, and I am In-

clined to think he will take that position
this season and at least market
slowly, for they are better able to mar-
ket their crop slowly than they ever
have been before. I look for very light
marketing and only by the tenant and
nearro class for the next sixty days, and
I hope the situation will clear-u-p- Crops
are fine."
